Tho notico convening tho mooting

The result of the operations for the 
year is that, after payment of all 
claims, annuities, and expenses of 
every description, £158,517 Os. id. 
has been added to tho life funds, mak- 
ing the total accumulations of the 
life branch of tho company £1,701,523 
lis. lid. 

The quinquennial investigation of 
tho life business will bo made at the 
closo of tlio present year, preparatory 
to the declaration of a bonus to the as- 
sured at the annual meeting in 1875.

Shall Truth and Common 
Sense Prevail? 

"To tell U9 that Mr. Mackenzie) lias 
distinotly stated in his placo iu Parlia- 
ment that Railway construction on the 
Mainland cannot and will not begin un- 
til thoaurvoya ahall havo been comijlotoil 
only provea his indisposition, not his 
■want of ability, to go on with tho work." 

The above extract is taken from 
yesterday's leading article of our lo- 
cal contemporary. Without waiting 
to criticiso its lo^ic, wo shall answer 
our contemporary from its own col- 
umns. In a leading articlo on the 
railway policy of Mr. Mackenzie it 
says : 

"He does not attempt to cloak tho dif- 
ficulties which besot tho undertaking ot- 
to hold out any delusivo hopes that the 
road will or can bo completed iu tho pe- 
riod of ton years, as agroodupon — that he 
characterises as a physical impossibil- 
ity,--but lie doos not drop oven the 
slightest hint of an intention on the part 
of his Government to defer the com- 
mencement of the railwaj constructio n 
for a single day beyond the time actually 
necessary to complete the surveys." 

Having said this much in vindica- 
tion of Mr. Mackenzie's railway policy , 
it proceeds to quoto at length from 
his public speeches, and, amongst 
others, tho following passage: — 

"I was about to say that tho policy of 
tho Government is this — to build in the 
first place the sections between French 
•Itiver and the slope of tho Ottawa vallay 
between Lake Superior and Fort Garry, 
and between the western waters of tho 
Saskatchewan and the Pacific Ocean, so 
as to have communication by rail and 
wator oombined with British Columbia 
and Manitoba as soon aspossiblo; but this 
will not for one moment interrupt tho pro- 
gress of the xcork in other places on the 
proposed route, which will be proceeded 
with just as fast as the country can bear 
the expenditure." 

In a leading article of later date, 
■we find the following: — 

"That Mr. Mackenzie intends to keep 
faith with British Columbia, and to carry 
out the terms to tho utmost possible ex- 
tent, is every day becoming more and 
more apparent. He cannot do impossi- 
bilities, nor do British Columbians ex- 
pect him to make tho attempt. We are 
assured by tho Toronto Globe, tho organ- 
in-chief of tho Mackenzie Government, 
that everything will be dono to moot tho 
reasonable expectation of British Colum- 
bians, aud that the western section of the 
railway will be proceeded with so soon as 
all the necessary surveys have been made 
and a practicable route finally determined on 
and localed. Such assurances given by 
the Qlobe are just as good as if given by 
Mr. Mackenzie himself, AND THEY 
SHOULD SEC THE MATTER AT 
REST ONCE FOR ALL." 

Still later it say.-i in a leading arti- 
cle: — 

"No thought or intention was ever ex- 
pressed by Mr. Mackenzie, or by any ono 
on his behalf, to delay tho commence- 
ment of tho railway in British Columbia 
for a single day longer than xcould be necei- 
Mary to complete the surveys and locate Uie 
route." 

In a leading article of later date still, 
we find tho following: — 

"British Columbians havo no reason to 
■nppose that Mr. Mackenzie has any other 
intention than to carry out that agreement 
in good faith, ho far as it is in tho power 
of the Government to do so. On tho con- 
trary, ho has given the strongest possible 
assurances, and declared it to be the pol- 
icy of his Government to build the iuter- 
oweanic railway across the continent just 
as rapidly "as time and money and the 
financial circumstances of the country will 
admit. True, ho holds it to be a practical 
impossibility to complete the gigantic en- 
terprise within tho period of time stipu- 
lated and agreed upon, and this is the 
reason why he desires to obtain a relaxa- 
tion of thoso terms— not that he may havo 
an extension of time in rospact of the 
commencement of tho work, but that tho 
Dominion Government shall not be 
bound to its complotinu within the speci- 
fied ten years. So far as the agreement to 
begin the xcork is concerned the Charter- 
Sellers broke it themselves, and so far as 
' appeaanoes go thoro is nothing to {■how 
that the Macdonald Government would 
havo commenced tho road on this end of 
tho lino by tho 20th day of next July, had 
thoy been permitted to hold office until 
that time." 

And again, — "Under these circumstan- 
ces, is it not tho duty of every honest re- 
presentative from British Columbia to 
givo a cordial support to the Mackonzio 
Administration with a view to assist his 
Government in carrying measures through 
Parliament that will secure the comple- 
tion of the Pacific Railway without ruin to 
the country; therefore letsocossion cease; 
it will only bring its leaders to tho gal- 
lows, bosides, it is a direct insult to tho 
people of tho Province." 

And again,— "It is very true that in so 
far as the terms of union required tho 
Dominion Govornmont to commence, the 
actual conatruotion of tho railway at tho 
expiration of two yoars from tho date of 
union, they havo not beon fulfilled; but 
•who is to blamo for that? Certainly not 
th* present Administration. They were not 
parties to tho making of that agreement, nor 
are they in any way responsible for its 
nonfuliilnient." 

• At a "till later dato it said: "It is very 
true tho Government cannot take any tic- 
cidodaotion in the matter of locating tho 
lino or defining whore tho terminus shall 
be. Until the survtyors hade completed their 
xcork and made their report." 

The last extract with which wo shall 
trouble tho roader at present is from 
an articlo written subsequently to Mr. 
Mackenzie's statements in Parlia- 
ment: — 

"It is vory true that tho work of con- 
struction cannot bo commenced until the 
survcus have bean completed and the line lo- 
cated." 

Comment seems wholly unnoees- 
nary. Tho reader will havo perceived 
that our contemporary enunciated, nd- 
mitted, endorsed, and continued for 
months to reiterate tho idontical doc- 
tiiuo it now seeks not only to ropudi- j 
ato but to torturo into proof of "mala 



lidos" on tho part of tho Dominion 
Government. Mr. Mackenzie is, and 
has been all along, willing not only to 
commence railway construction on tho 
Mainland at tiio earliest possible mo- 
ment — all that our contemporary ap - 
pears to havo contended for until quite 
recently when it suddenly commenced 
contending for "impossibilities"— hut 
to commence railway construction on 
Vancouver Island (whore no question 
of route remains unsettled) immediate- 
ly, with a reasonable minimum annu- 
al oxpondituro as a guarantoo for vig- 
orous prosecution of railway construc- 
tion in British Columbia; aud all ho 
asks from Columbia is what our con- 
temporary constantly asserts every- 
body would readily concede — viz: an 
assuranco that reasonable timo shall 
be given for completion. In tho name 
of common sense, why, then, should not 
Columbia give the assuranco and let- 
tho work begin ?

As no other department is so impor- 
tant, so there is nouo worse adminis- 
tered than that of Lands and Works. 
This, of course, has been doniod, and 
will be denied again, by journals paid fic 
denying tho truth whonover it hurts 
their masters; but it is no loss true for 
that. It has been seen what facilities 
arc extended to a Cabinet Minister if 
ho desires to "jump" tho homestead of 
an honest, industrious settlor. It has 
been soon what wonderful elasticity 
can bo imparted to tho law when sup- 
posed useful friends of tho Govern- 
ment desire to corral valuable timbor 
lands and hold tho samo under color- 
able pretense, contrary to the spirit and 
intent of the law. It has boon clearly 
demonstrated with what niarvolloiiB 
facility foreigners and non-settlers can 
"grab" extensive mineral lands of sup- 
posed enormous value under tho guise 
of preemption, and with what indecent 
haste tho titles therefor can bo issued 
without the cardinal requirements of 
the law having received "bona fide" 
fulfilment, when the interests and 
schemes of the grabbers and Ministers 
happened to be mysteriously interwo- 
ven. In such cases not only has tha 
elasticity of tho law beon exhibited but 
the ministerial conscience has been 
shown to partake in a wonderful de- 
gree of the nature of Indiarubber. 
But let a poor but honest sottler at- 
tempt to acquire a homostoad for his 
own "bona tide" uso, and tho law and 
tho ministerial conscionco at onco con- 
tract to the rigidity of cold steel. The 
most strained illiberality is brought to 
tho interpretation of every provision of 
tho Act, and tho settlor is ropulsod at 
every step by vexatious and contempt- 
ible quibbles and prevarication, until, 
in many instances, ho ■ gives up tho 
pursuit of a homestead in despair and 
disgust. One of many victims tells 
his own story in another column. It 
seems to be the fato of John Gemmell, 
as honest and industrious a man as can 
found, to bo diddled out of his land and 
robbed of his money! Why does not ho 
go to the law courts, tho doors of 
which wero thrown open to tho sub- 
ject by the Petition of Rights Act 
1873 V We shall toll the reader why: 
The law courts at beBt offer hut a poor 
remedy to the working man, on ac- 
count of their costliness. Rutin this 
case there is really no remedy; for, 
while professing to open tho door to tho 
subject who may think ho has just canso 
of action against tho Government, the 
Act loaves tho key iu tho pocket of tho 
Executive, and the Executive refuses to mi- 
lock the door.' Thus the Petition of 
Rights Act has become in tho hands of an 
arbitrary and unjust Ministry a mockery. 
They, in an Act of Parliament, invito the 
aggrieved subject to meet then, in tho law- 
courts ; but they, at the same time, lock the 
door, keep the key in their pocket and laugh 
at the poor man whom then have robbed and 
locked out of the Courts of Justice! Could 
anything more outrageous bo perpetrated 
in tho name of pcoplo's OoTorninont? 
The paid organ of thoso who are guilty of 
ihoso outrages will doubtless deny that 
there is any truth in all this. That is its 
business. But evidence in abundance is 
forthcoming and will soon bo ndducod to 
prove that the picturo is not in tho least 
overdrawn.

millions. The local organ is making an 
ottromely ludicrous ofl'ort to credit Walk- 
em's mission to London with having 
caused Mackenzie to raiso from a million 
and a half to two millions; but tho fact 
- of Mr. Mackenzie having, long beforotho 
appeal to London was decided upon, held 
out precisely tho sanio inducements he 
holds out now, must effectually forbid 
any such conclusion. Besides, it is not 
true that Lord Carnarvon has pressed 
Mr. Mackon/.io in any way. These at- 
tempts of tho organ are, therefore, only 
to bo laughed at. From the contemptu- 
ous way one somotinios hears this two 
millions apoken ef, wo aro led to con- 
clude that some minds havo but a very 
indistinct notion of what millions really 
moan. Taking ton thousand as tho white 
population, two millions would give two 
huudred dollars a head for every man, 
woman and child in British Columbia, — 
two hundred dollars a year, not to bo sent 
away either, but to bo put into circula- 
tion in the Province Let the reader just 
sit down and think it out: Two millions a 
year brought into tho Province and paid 
out for labour and supplies; and that in 
addition to the millions which the com- 
mencement and earnost prosecution of 
such great works would bo tho certain 
means of bringing in tho hands of capi- 
talists and in the pockots of immigrants.

Arrival of tho lady Gertrude. 

Tho British bark Lady Gertrude, Capt. 
John McDonald, 173 days from Gravel- 
end, arrived in Boyal Roads at 10>; 
o'clock on Saturday night last. Sho sail- 
ed from Gravosend" on tho night of tho 
27th of April hist; hud easterly winds out 
of tho Channel, and roundod Capo Horn 
in 72 days, Experienced lieavy galosfroni 
Capo Horn to 47° south. From thoncoto 
lat. 23 S, strong northerly winds. Took 
good S. E. trados and crossed tho lino in 
115 W.jlost oast trades in hit. 5 N. ;thenco 
to Capo Flattery had light northerly to 
northwest winds. Reached tho Capo on 
tho 12th inst., encountered thick fogs in 
tho Straits. Tho Lady Gortrudo brings 
350 tons of Naval stores, which sho will 
discharge at Esquimalt, aud 550 tons of 
genoral merchandise for Victoria, which 
will bo discharged ut tho wharf of Sproat 
£ Co., consignees. The Lady Gortrudo 
is an Austrian built ship, classed A 1 in 
English Lloyds, and eight years in French 
Veritas. In Sept. 1873, sho was rocoppcred 
and caulked all over at Antwerp under 
Lloyd'* survoyors. Capt. Macdonald.in 
1872, brought tho Lady Gertrude out to 
tho Pacific laden with cargo for six diffor- 
out ports, and landed every package with- 
out damage or loss. On the 27th of last 
March tho Lady Gortrudo sailed with a 
cargo of wheat from San Francisco to 
Antwerp, landing it in excellent order. 
Tho hatches wero surveyed yesterday and 
everything found in good order. Powder 
will ho discharged to-day. 

British Columbia Imports. 

Tho total valno of imports into British 
Columbia during tho voar ending 30th 
Juno, 1873, was 82, 191,01 1, of which 
8507,304 was froo. Tho total amount of 
duty collected was 8302,147 05. Tlioim- 
ports during the' year ending 30th June, 
1874, amounted to §'2,085.500, of which 
§260,631 was freo. Tho total amount of 
duty collected was 8336,491 17. It will 
bo observed that the imports have slight- 
ly fallen off— 5105,451; but tho amount 
of duty paid has rison 834,346 82, while 
at the same timo free goods have fallen 
off from 8507,364 to S20G,531, or about 
one-half. We confess somo surprise at 
tho falling off in tho total imports, as it 
was generally supposed they would havo 
been increased by the Cassiar trade. 

Sudden Death.— M. Pierre Guegan, 
keoper of tho French Hospital, was found 
dead in his bed at tho Hospital yesterday 
afternoon, having retired in apparent 
good health the night previous. Thero is 
only one patient at the Hospital, and upon 
rising yesterday morning ho was surpris- 
ed not to find the koopor moving about. 
The afternoon caino, aud still no M. Gue- 
gan. At last somo one wont to his room, 
knocked and got no answor. Ho went to 
tho window, looked in and saw M. Gue- 
gan lying on his bod apparently asleop. 
Ho called and got no answer, wheroupon 
ho came to town, informed Messrs. Cam- 
susa, Tisiet and other gentlemen of the 
Committee, who, with Dr. Helmckon, 
proceeded to the Hospital, burst in the 
room door and found that tho keoper had 
boon dead for several hours. Thi causo 
was heart disease. A fortnight sincoMmo. 
Gusgan died in tho same room. Tho re- 
mains will bo buriod to-day at 3 p.m.

Victoria, Oct. 14th, 1874. 
Epitor Colonist. — With tho large 
sums of money being expended on our 
roads we should expect to find con- 
tentment in our country districts in 
road matters at least; but iustoad of 
contentment, wo hoar complaints of 
favoritism aud of tho public money 
being recklessly squandered by a 
corrupt ministry aud their minions — 
disheartening and disgusting the strug- 
gling farmer. I would wish you to 
place tho following statement before 
the public; my informant is reliable 
and prepared to substantiate it. "What 
is termed the Kokesailah Settlement 
In South Cowichan is to tho west of 
the Kokesailah Stiver. Commencing 
about three miles from Harris' Land- 
ing it extends for some miles along 
the old Victoria and Nanaimo trail, a 
tract of land of unsurpassed fertility, 
scttlod in 1802. For years without roads 
and bridges, the early settlors under- 
went no ordinary hardships, often, in 
order to reach tho steamer landing with 
their produce, wading up to their 
middles in water, risking their lives 
with dee]j loaded canoes on a rapid 
river, "flaming a mere pittance, they 
struggled on hoping for a good timo 
coming." And when we got Confed- 
eration and Responsible Government, 
and plenty of money in the Public 
Treasury, they expected to get good 
roads and reaplhe fruit of their long, 
weary y ears of waiting. Truly such 
men deserved every consideration. In 
1S73 their road work was done in a 
manner discreditable alike to the con- 
tractor and tho Government Agent 
who passed it. After the vote by our 
Legislature last session for a trunk- 
road, tho settlers wrote to Mr. Hea- 
ven, showing the advantages for a 
rond through tho settlement, which 
was the opening up of a largo tract of 
excellent laud, and on high dry land, 
with easy grades, &c, and that Mr. 
Pearse, while Surveyor Genoral, had 
publicly declared tho Cowichan Hats 
unsuitable for a road owing to their 
being so often Hooded. But what 
thoy principally urged on Mr. Boaven 
was that nothing should be done with- 
out a thorough examination of tho ri- 
val routes. To this Mr. Beaven replied 
that ho would not decide where the 
proposed trunk road should bo till 
after examination by ono of his staff. 
Well, Mr. Far well came, and after 
looking or walking along tho Hats, 
when every thing was dry. declared 
that was the place for tho road, with- 
out even seeing tho other routes. Tho 
people in Kokesailah not oven know- 
ing that Mr. Farwell had been in the 
district, till some weeks after ho left. 
Mr. Beaven was informed of tho man- 
ner in which Mr. Farwell had per- 
formed his duty; but to no ofl'oct, and 
over four thousand dollars are being 
expended on about a mile and a half 
on tho Cowichan Hats, in raising an 
embankment two or three feet high so 
as to havo the road above tho water. 
But, this is not all. At tho road 
meeting'inlSouth Cowichan, last spring, 
one hundred and fifty dollars was 
voted for the Kokesailah road, con- 
tingent upon the trunk-road being put 
on tho Hats. Of this paltry sum, thirty 
dollars was expended, tho balance tho 
settlers requested Mr, Dods, Govern- 
ment Agent, to expend on a piece of 
now road in cutting off a wet Hat at 
Kelvinside, and which would open up 
a largo tract of lirst class land, and 
cut off a mile of distance to the glen, 
a property owned by Mr. Robertson 
M. P. P. for Victoria District; al- 
though their own road to the sanding 
is actually dangerous, they wished to 
open up tho country. Mr. Dods re- 
plied that there could bono objections 
in expending their road money ac- 



grant. I know moro cases than ono 
where, after fulfilling all tho require- 
ments of tho law, that a lawyer had to 
bo hired to get the grant for tho claim. 
I don't think tho Tostuda jumpers had 
to go to that trouble and expense, al- 
though it was mineral land, ami taken up 
as agricultural. Tho gentleman that 
bought so much of tho Lower Frnver 
river lands got his lands very easy also. 
I think a man is a good deal the better of 
a little extra cash, if ho has no friends 
around, when he goes to got anything at 
tho Land Office. That is tho only thing 
I can think was tho mattor with me. 1 
had neither, and that was my mis- 
efortune. I wont to, Mr. Robertson tho 
lawyer, and ho wrote a letter, but Boaven 
never answered it so far as I know, but 
ho told Mr. Robertson that I was to prove 
up. I will not prove up any more. 

You will do mo a favour if you will 
give this a placo in your valuable pa- 
por.

A Startling Exposure— Men Locked 
Up in Gaol Six Mouths Awaiting 
Trial I 

Victoria, Oct. 19, 1874. 

Editor Colonist:— I wish through tho 
columns of your paper to ask the follow- 
ing questions, moro particularly as I am 
a party dcoply interested in the mattor 
and have been detainod in Victoria for 
Bevoral months at considerable personal 
Ions and inconvonieuco. 

I am the prosecutor in a caso awaiting 
trial at the Assize Court in this city, aud 
would liko to know what tho Judges aro 
appointed for, whethor it is merely to try 
ecclesiastical injustice or to remain at 
e*so for six or eight months at a stretch 
without holding a Conrt of Assize and 
Gaol Delivery. In tho good old times, 
when wo woro under tho Homo Govern- 
ment, when Judgo Noedham was hero, 
tho AssizeB woro held (as thoy should 
be) every three months. It is now nearly 
eight months sinco tho last Court, and 
thoreare eoveral prisoners awaiting trial 
over six mo»ths and to all appearance 
may wait Bix months longer before trial. 
I would ask, is it justice to keep these 
men (probably somo of them innocei.t) 
locked up in prison for such a length of 
time when thero are three judges? 

I am induced to write this, as I find a 
flaming account in tho so-called Govern- 
ment organ of this morning of the Assizes 
to bo held in Cariboo. Surely tho City 
of Victoria should recoivo as much con- 
sideration in thoso matters as that far- 
away placo, whoro probably thero aro not 
throo cases for trial. 

I ask you, Bir, in common justico, to 
take this mattor iu hand, as it seems tho 
only moans of correcting an evil which 
should not exist. I find thero are four- 
teen prisoners awaiting trial for tho next 
Conrt.

More Land Grievance. 



Nanaimo, October 14. 

Editoii Colonist.— I hear a groat deal 
of talk about the encouragement of immi- 
gration to British Columbia, and would 
liko to know if such treatment as I havo 
had is considered "encouraging." 

I had tho misfortune to purchase a pre - 
emption claim, with a certificate of im- 
provement, in New Westminster District 
last fall, and in tho latter part of January 
1 applied for a survey of it, and at the 
same timo asked when I should pay for 
it. I was told "Now." So in a week after 
I paid ono hundred and sixty dollars 
($100) or ono dollar per acre for tho 
claim, and not being very well provided 
with cash I concluded to go away to 
work. I agreed with H. V. Edmonds, 
Government A«cnt, to forward tho Crown 
grant to mo when it camo to him. So I 
started work ut Nanaimo and informed 
him of it. I expected to got it sent on, 
but it was long hi coming. So I took a 
trip over to see what was tho matter and 
found out that thoy wanted to give me 
about eighty acres of high dry rock, and 
instead of HO of my preemption. 1 refus- 
ed to tako it and ho (Edmonds) said I had 
better go to Mir. Beaven. I went and ho 
told mo that if I did not want it that way 
I could get it in two other ways; but ho 
would have kept tho best of my claim 
either of tho two ways. I refused, but 
showed him throo ways I was willing to 
take it J but ho would not give it my ways 
was to get the good land , but that I 
could not get. He then asked mo if I 
was living on the land. I said no, and ho 
told. mo my place .was jumpabio. I told 
him if it was to tako it and give me my 
money back; but ho said it wns in tho 
Treasury; also that unless I fulfilled the 
requirement of tho land low 1874, I 
would lose both the land and tho money 
paid for it. Now 1 had it takon up and 
paid for before the new law was passed, 
or at least was assented to by the Gov- 
ernor. I got a lottor acknowledging the 
receipt of the money on the 8th of Feb- 
uary from Mr. Beaven tolling mo that if 
I was to take it Up or provu up under 
'7'1 act would entitle me to a freo grant; 
but I would not get my money refunded. 
I would like to know what is dono with 
money that is got that way? They may 
swindle mo out of it, biit I would liko to 
know if that ia tho way they encourage 
immigration here? I am not tho only one 
who has had trouble in getting a Crown 



Murder of an Officer • 

(From tha London Tin.cs, Sopt, It.) 

Captain John Dent Bird, 20th Hussars, 
was shot by a man of his own troop, nam- 
ed Thomas Smith, at Aldershott, on Sat- 
urday morning. It appears that the mon 
of "D'' troop, which Captain Bird com- 
manded, aro at present engaged in going 
through thoir annual course of musketry 
instruction at tho Camp nt Aldershott, 
where tho regiment is stationed. About 
G o'clock on Saturday morning tho squad 
to which Private Smith belongs proceed- 
ed from tho West Cavalry Barracks to the 
rifle ranges in tho vicinity of the Boyal 
Pavilion, for tho purpose of firing a cer- 
tain number of rounds of ball cartridgo 
at various stages. The party arrivod at 
the firing ground about 9:30, under tho 
command of Captain Bird, and at once 
Commenced practice at the 250 yds range, 
where thoy fired five rounds per man, As 
Boon as tho tiring had been completed at 
this distance the squad was marched back 
to tho 300 yards range, for tho purpose of 
firing another fivo rounds. Captain Bird 
having halted a few paces behind 
the mark indicating the proper distance, 
then stood on ono of tho Hanks as 
the firing was about to commence. Pri- 
vate Smith was At tho same moment no- 
ticed to move on one sido. Immediately 
afterwards he brought his carbine to the 
"ready position" and shot Captain Bird 
through tho body, the bullet entering un- 
der tho right iihoiildcr and passing out 
close by tho loft breast. Capt. Bird fell 
to the ground and died almost immedi- 
ately. The murderer was at once arrest- 
ed, conveyed to tho regimental guard- 
room, and placed in close confinement. 
When the unfortunate officer was seen to 
fall it was thought that he had fainted, 
but, in reply to a question as to what was 
tho mattor with him, hn pointed to his 
breast. Tho sergeant who had charge of 
the party having perceived that his cap- 
tain had boon shot, said to his men"Who 
did that ?" when Smith replied "I dono 
it," at the same time throwing down his 
carbine and taking off his belt and pouch. 
The deceased was conveyed to tho bar- 
racks on a stretcher. The sad occurrence 
has cast a gloom over tho whole regiment. 
Captain Bird, who was p. most courteous 
and amiable gentleman, wan highly es- 
toemedby his brother officers. Ho enter- 
ed the army as cornet in 185'J, was pro- 
moted lieutenant in 1869 and captain in 
1871. Ho was a father, w ith one child, a 
boy, who is at present .-.t school in Ger- 
many. Tho prisoner has been in the army 
about 10 years. ![e hid formerly served 
iu the 8th Hussars. Ho is a man of bad 
character. While serving iu India some 
few years ago he was tried by a court 
martial for threatening to shoot his troop 
sergeant major, for which offence ho was 
sentenced to a long term of imprisonment. 
About 1 o'clock on Saturday tho prisoner 
was handed over to tho civil authorities, 
and taken by two of the Hants Constabu- 
lary to tho Aldershott police-station. On 
the previoUB day, while at target practice, 
he fell out of the ranks of his. squad with- 
out permission to do so, and for this 
breach of discipline was sentenced by the 
deceased to seven days' conftuemeut in 
barracks.

,' T. FOURNIEE, ) "ITT HE RE AS by an 
Attorney-Geuerul, V V Y Act passed by- 
Canada. ) the Parliament of Ca- 
nada, in tLo Tliirty-Soventli year of Our 
Reign, intituled " An Act to amend cer- 
tain Laws respecting Indians and to ex- 
tend certain Laws relating to matters con- 
nected with Indians to the Province of 
Manituba and British Columbia," it is in 
effect enaoted that tho Governor in Coun 
cil may, by Proclamation, exempt from 
the operation of the several acts therein 
mentioned or of the Act now in part re 
cited or from tho operation of any one or 
more of tho clauses of any ouo or more 
of the said Acts, tho Indians or any of 
thorn or any tribe of them or the Indian 
Lands or any portions of them in the 
Province of British Columbia. 

And whereas we deem it advisable that 
the Indians and overy of them and the 
several tribes of them in the Province of 
British Columbia should be exempt from
